50 SPEAKEASIES DEMOLISHED 
IN WETTEST TOWN IN OHIO 


Federal Dry Agents Make Raids 
and Dump Whisky and Beer, 
While Steel Workers Jeer.

YOUNGSTOWN. O., Aug. 2. — 
Liquor raids were made by Federal 
prohibition agents in the ‘“‘steei 
town” of Campbell last night and 
early today. Fifty enforcement of- 
ficers demolished 50 speakeasies, 
arrested the proprietors and 
dumped whisky and beer into gut- 
ters. 

All the raids were based on pur- 
chases made by under-cover agents, 
raiders said.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2. 
Twenty-five witnesses for and one 
witness against the establishment 
of direct air mail routes between 
St. Louis and New York and from 
St. Louis to Dallas, Tex., and the 
Southwest was the line-up yester- 
day at the hearing of the Interde- 
partmental Committee on Airways 
at which Postmaster General 
Walter Brown presided. 

Brown said at the conclusion 
of the hearing that the committee 
would make no announcement 
or at least a month, Ten days 
will be allowed tor the filing uf 
additional briefs. 

The 25 witnesses for the new 
routes came from St. Louis, Dal- 
las, Fort Worth, Oklahoma City, 
Tulsa, Joplin, Springfield, Mo., 
Indianapolis, Evansville, Louis- 
ville, Dayton, Columbus, Cincin- 
nati and Pittsburg, all cities which 
would be served by the new routes. 
The one witness opposing the «s- 
tablishment of the direct services 
was Paul Henderson, former As- 
sistant Postmaster General and 
now executive vice president of the 
National Air Transport, which op- 
erates the present Chicago-to-New 
York and the  Chicago-to-Dallas 
services. 

Henderson, a powerful figure in 
the air mail field. warned the In- 
terdepartment Committee to “stop, 
look and listen,”’ before establish- 
ing new routes. He filed with the 
committee a letter from Lester D. 
Seymour, general manager of the 
National Air Transport, which de- 
clared that the Southwest was now 
adequately served and suggesting 
that if a St. Louis-New York serv- 
ice were ordered, it should con- 
nect with the present N. A. ‘S. 
route at Cleveland. 

Seymour was to have testified in 
person but as the hearing dragged 
on with the temperature flirting 
with 100 in the Postoffice Depart- 
ment Building, the more tactful 
course of presenting a letter was 
adopted. 

Calls Air Mail an Adventure. 

In a brief statement at the pre- 
sentation of the letter, Henderson 
declared that the hearing had not 
developed facts warranting the es- 
tablishment of new lines. 

“It may be impertinent for me 
to have an opinion,” he said, “but 
I must point out that air mail is 
still an aeronautical adventure. 
This new route from Dallas to New 
York would cost $1,000,000 and 
from one-third to one-half that 
amount annually for maintenance. 
If we are to believe the Postoffice 
figures, the present routes are not 
self supporting. 

“That question, however 
now a matter of readjustment. I 
would be delighted to take over 
all the air mail lines in the coun- 
try at the present rete and I be- 
lieve that I could make them pay. 

“I have no doubt as to the ulti- 
mate outcome of air mail. There 
will be a few lean years if this 
line is established, and I think we 
should let the service catch up 
with itself. I am fearful of the 
patience of Congress and the pock- 
etbooks of ihe people. 

“If, however, the iine is estab- 
lished, the National Air Transport 
will bid for it, and we will expect 
to get the contract.” 

Would Cut Off 146 Miles: 

The letter signed by Seymour did 
not attempt to answer the com- 
plaints of virtually every other wit- 
ness that the present service was 
inadequate because of delays. It 
dealt almost entirely with geo- 
graphic routes and estimated costs. 

“It is assumed,” said the letter, 
“that the proposed line from St. 
Louis to New York would be a 
night line because there would be 
no advantage over the present lines 
if the route were flown by day. An 
exactly straight line from St. Louis, 
Mo., to New York would be 844 
miles long.. This would afford a 
saving of 146 miles over the pres- 
ent line, which is 990 miles long. 
Thus in order to save the 146 miles, 
it would be necessary for the Gov- 
ernment to light 844 miles of air- 
way. 

“If it is essential that St. Louis 
have a more direct connection to 
New York than the present one, it 
is suggested that the most econom-

Schedule, Ranging From 
One Cent to 3 Cents to 
Be Presented as Substitute 
for House Proposal.

Senator King Assails Provi- 
sion of Bill Giving Treas- 
ury Head Power to Re- 
view Customs Ruling.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—A sifld- 
ing scale sugar tarif< plan, ranging 
from one cent a pound at the time 
market prices are high to three 
cents a pound when the market is 
depressed, was made public today 
by Chairman Smoot of the Senate 
Finance Committee. 

Smoot will offer the proposal as 
a substitute for the flat rate of 3 
cents a pound placed on sugar in 


the House tariff bill. 

Hearings will be held next week, 
at which time the substitute will 
be considered by the committee. 

Under the sliding scaie, the pres- 
ent rate of 2.20 on sugar wculd ap- 
ply when sugar is selling in New 
York at six cents a pound, which 
is about the present price. 

Cuba would receive the same 20 
per cent preferential under the 
Sliding scale as it now enjoys when 
the flat rates on sugar are ap- 
plied. 

Prices Up, Tariff Goes Down. 

The sliding scale plan promises 
to be the subject of considerable 
controversy. it is figured on the 
basis of the average prices in New 
York over three months. Should 
the prices go up, the tariff would 
go down. Should the price drop, the 
tariff would increase. 

The maximum rate of 3 cents a 

pound would apply at any time the 
New York selling price for sugar 
was $5.20 or less a hundredweight. 
The minimum rate of one cent a 
pound would become operative 
whenever the New York price 
reached $7.20 a hundredweight or 
higher. 
' Even before Senator Smoot made 
the plan public opposition to it was 
voiced by sugar beet producers in 
the West and South. 

The scale is worked out on the 
basis of 96 per cent raw sugar. 

Whenever the net price in New 
York on refined sugar is $6 a hun- 
dredweight, the duty will be $2.20. 

Applying the sliding scale plan 
to the present price of sugar at 
about $5.75 a hundiedweight, the 
duty on this product would be 2.45 
cents a pound, an increase Over the 
present law, but a decrease from 
the House rate. 

The House increased the present 
tariff rate on sugar of 2.20 cents 
a pound to 3 cents. The present 
rate would apply wher = sugar 
reaches $6 a hundredweight in 
New York, while the rate fixed by 
the House of 3 cents a pourd would 
apply when sugar drops to $5.20 a 
hundredweight. 

Explaining the schedule, Smoot 
said “as the net cash price of re- 
fined sugar increases or decreases, 
the duty shall fluctuate inversely, 
too, and in the same amount as 
the change in the refined price 
basis for the preceding week.” 

Moses Offers Protests. 

Protests against any reduction in 
the industrial tariff schedules, if 
increases are made in the agrizcul- 
tural duties in the tariff measure, 
were made today before the com- 
mittee by Senator Moses, (Rep.) 
New Hampshire. 

“There is a growing feeling of 
resentment throughout the East,” 
Moses told the committee, “over 
what is understood to be the Sen- 
ate Committees’ action, that is, 
boosting the duties on agricultural 
products—the things which we 
have to buy and eat—and taking 
the duties off those things which 
we must make and sell in order to 
buy things to eat.”’ 

Coming to Washington to keep a 
luncheon engagement with Presi- 
dent Hoover, Moses asked for a 
hearing by the Republicans of the 
Finance Committee who are now 
engaged in rewriting the bill. 
Higher Rates on Farm Products. 

Republicans of the committee 
voted yesterday to increase ag- 
ricultural tariff duties on oats, 
cherries, dates, lemons and oniors. 
The rates in the H’ use bill on corn, 
wheat, potatoes, pineapples, rye 
and apples were approved without 
change. The increase voted by the 
House on rice was eliminated. 
Higher duties for several other 
farm products had been approveil 
previously.

son of Simeon Arthur Huston, 
Episcopal Bishop of Washington, 
whose headquarters is at Seattle, 
across the bay from Port Madison. 

The 49 contestants—one from 
each state and the District of Co- 
lumbia—were lined up on the lawn 
of the Edison home in Llewelyn 
Park when the announcement wss 
made by Dr. S. W. Stratton, presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, who was 
chairman of the committee of 
judges. 

Dr. Stratton was high in his 
praise of the boys, who yesterday 
participated in an examination 
covering subjects ranging from 
morals and ethics to science. 

Four Get Scholarships. 

College tuition scholarships were 
awarded to four other boys. 
Ranked equally, they were: Charles 
H. Brunissen of West Redding, 
Conn.; Ivan A. Getting of Pitts- 
burg, Pa.; James Seth of Sante Fe, 
N. M., and Bernard Sturgis of But- 
ler, Ind. 

It was a tired looking committee 
that faced the bright and fresh 
looking bogs on the lawn. Dr. 
Stratton said the committee mem- 
bers pored over the examination 
papers until 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The high rating attained by 
each of the contestants made dif- 
ficult the selection of the winner. 

It was recalled that Huston was 
the last one to finish the test yes- 
terday.

The Port Madison boy said he 
had attended Lake Side school, 
Seattle, wanted to study at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, that he was very happy, 
and that he thought perhaps that 
the fact his grandfather and uncle 
were scientists may have helped 
him in making a good showing on 
the Edison questionnaire. His 
grandfather is Wilbur Brotherton 
and his uncle is Wilbur Brother- 
ton, Jr. They work in a hybridiza- 
tion plant in Washington. 
Contestants Plan Organization of 

“Edison Forty-Niners.” 

All but four contestants’ re- 
quired more than the allotted five 
hours to answer the questions pro- 
pounded by the inventor—some of 
the questions being of a nature 
that would have stumped many of 
their elders.

HORTA, Azores, Aug. 2.—At 9 
p. m., Greenwich time (3 p. m., St. 
Louis time) Graf Zeppelin report- 
ed it had passed San Miguel in this 
island group and was going strong. 

It was already dusk over Fayal 


and therefore it seemed most likely 
that the dirigible would keep off 
shore in order to avoid any danger 
of striking Pico mountain.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 
Aug. 2.—A report was received late 
tonight that the San Miguel radio 
station in the Azores had heard 
the Graf Zeppelin report that it 
had passed the islands and was 
heading westward across the Atlan- 
tic for a point north of the Bermu- 
das. The message was not clear 
and the exact position of the dirig- 
ible was not given.

CASABLANCA, Morocco, Aug. 2. 
—The German dirigible Graf Zep- 
pelin reported to the wireless sta- 
tion here at 12:30 p. m. (6:30 a. 
m. St. Louis time), today that she 
was 600 miles west of Gibraltar 
and that all was well aboard. 

The Zeppelin was maintaining a 
speed of about 70 miles an hour 
with improved weather conditions. 
By the Associated Press, 

LONDON, Aug. 2.—A Lloyd's re- 
port says the Corunna, Spain, 
wireless station was in communi- 
cation with the Zeppelin at 7 a. m. 
(1 a. m, St. Louis time). The Zep- 
pelin gave her position as latitude 
36 north and longitude 10 west, or 
about 265 miles due west of Gibral- 
tar. 

The airship entered on her 3000- 
mile journey across the Atlantic 
with a cheery salutation of “good 
weather, good morning” to the 
Corunna station. 

At the Azores, 750 miles distant 
from the position which the Graf 
Zeppelin gave, Dr. Hugo Eckener, 
commander of the dirigible, was to 
choose between two routes for the 
American continent. The souther- 
ly route would take the airship in 
the general direction of Bermuda 
which she skirted on her original 
successful flight to America. On 
the northerly course she would 
head as nearly direct as possible 
for Lakehurst, N. J., goal of her 
flight. 


Speed Less Than 50 Miles an Hour 
on First Part of Journey.

No Guns Among Prisoners 
—QOne Report Lays Out- 
break to Kind of Food and 
Absence of Ice Water. 


By the Associated Press. 
LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Aug. 2. 
—Official announcement was made 
here today that the mutiny in which 
one convict was killed and chree 
injured was definitely at an end 


and that the situation in the Fed- 
eral prison here was quiet. 

Deni.l was made _ that a fresh 
outbreak occurred among prison- 
ers in the mess hall this morning. 
Reports had been circulated out- 
side the prison that a large group 
of convicts refused to eat break- 
fast and hurled tableware about 
the dining room. 

Shouts and other nolse could b2 
heard outside the prison but there 
Was no uproar such as occurred 
yesterday when the inmates of the 
narcotic cell block rioted in the 
mess hall and later fought guards, 
smashed windows an4 damaged 
property before they were driven 
into their cells. 

Mike Martinez, a Mexican, who 
had served one year of a 30-year 
term, was shot to death in yester- 
day’s riot. Another prisoner’s leg 
was so badly mangled by gunshot 
that it was amputated at the prison 
hospital. Two others are in the 
hospital suffering from severe gun- 
shot wounds. 

Prison Quiet Last Night. 

The last of the rioting prisoners 
was in his cell and the prison was 
quiet last night. Guards with 
machine guns mounted on. the 
prison walls prevented any _  es- 
capes during the disturbance. 

There were numerous reports as 
to the cause of the outbreak but 
prison authorities declined to con- 
firm or deny any of them. One 
report was that the riot, which 
broke out in the mess hall at noon 
was a protest against the food and 
the absence of ice in drinking 
water. Another was that the pris- 
oners, who had been permitted to 
read newspaper accounts of riots 
in -Eastern prisons, acted in re- 
sponse to the suggestion of this 
news. A third was that  heat- 
crazed narcotic addicts were re- 
sponsible for the outbreak. The 
temperature was 100.3 degrees 
here yesterday. 

The hurling of food and porce- 
lain dishes marked the beginning 
of the riot shortly after 2200 of 
the 3758 prisoners entered the mess 
hall. Disregarding a plea by Capt. 
P. J. Kearny, in command of the 
hall, to return to their cells, they 
armed thmselves with knives and 
forks and clubs obtained by break- 
ing furniture and flocked into the 
jail yard. 

Armed guards arrived several 
minutes later and with a command 
to the convicts to return to their 
cells, fired a volley from their riot 
guns. Several prisoners fell and 
the others went to their cells. 


Doors and Windows Broken. 

Inside the cell houses, the riot 
began in earnest. The convicts, 
using the knives and forks, and 
crow-bars and othertools obtained 
in the jail yard, tampered with 
triplicate locks on the cell tiers, 
broke down cell doors and shat- 
tered windows. 

The riot extended in the after- 
noon to all sections of the prison 
but the entire prison was not in a 
state of mutiny at once. 

It was reported that the last dis- 
turbance was in the middle of the 
mess hall at the evening meal, the 
prisoners “milling about.” The 
leaders were quickly taken away 
and all the convicts were sent to 
their cells. None of the prisoners 
had firearms during the disturb- 
ances and none of the prison 
guards was injured. 

Warden Thomas B. White re- 
fused to call on soldiers at Fort 
Leavenworth ncarby for assistance 
although guards of the United 
States Disciplinary Barracks at the 
fort were held in readiness for any 
emergency. 


Riot Caused by Crowding and Lack 
of Work, Warden Reports. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2?.—The 
Department of Justice announced 
today that a report from Warden 
Thomas B. White said the riot in 
the Leavenworth prison was due 
to the overcrowded condition of the 
prison and lack of work for the 
prisoners. 

The Warden said the trouble 
atarted at the noon hour yesterday, 
when the convicts objected to their 
meal of rice. This demonstration, 
he advised, was quieted, some of the 
convicts being sent to their cells 
and others to the shoe factory, 
where another demonstration took 
place and these convicts were also 
taken to the cells. 

A third demonstration broke out, 
he continued, at early mess in the 
evening, when the inmates threw 
utensils about the place and were 
otherwise disorderly. White said 
he tried to stop it, finally getting 
most of the men to their cells, 
where they broke off parts of the

It was then, his report said, that 
riot guns were brought into play to 
protect the guards. Mike Martinez 
was killed and Harold T. McLaugh- 
lin, John J. Jones and Fred Con- 
ners were wounded, none of them 
fatally. 

White's report was submitted to 
the Department of Justice by San- 
ford Bates, Superintendent of Fed- 
eral Prisons, who in a report of 


his own praised White for his han-, 


dling of the situation. 

“The Leavenworth prison was 
designed to accommodate at the 
most not over 2000 prisoners, and 
the population today is 3770,’’ the 
superintendent said. “It has been 
impossible under the present law 
to provide sufficient work to take 
up the attention of the majority of 
the inmates. This situation, com- 
bined with the intense heat and 
the knowledge, which was” un- 
doubtedly borne into some of these 
men, of the prison riots in other 
parts of the country, is the only 
cause that can be assigned for this 
demonstration.”’ 

Austin H. MacCormick, assistant 
Superintendent of Federal Prisons, 
was ordered today to go to Leaven- 
worth and investigate conditions.

pelin, off to a slow start, would 
take nearer 90 hours than §0 to 
reach its goal. 

Messages from aboard the Zep- 
pelin indicated all was well. In 
passing Cape De Gata the dirigible 
sent a message saying, “All well on 
board, only a little too warm. The 
temperature is 33 degrees centi- 
grade (about 91 degrees Fahren- 
heit).”” , 
Stowaway Found. 

Another message from Herbert 
S. Siebel correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press aboard the Zeppelin, 
confirmed that a stowaway was 
aboard. The message said: 

“A stowaway was found just aft- 
er the Zeppelin left the hangar. 
He jumped from the hangar down 
into the Zep. If he had jumped be- 
tween the girders, he would have 
endangered the ship. Dr. Eckener 
said the stowaway would be sent 
back on the next steamer and be 
severely punished.” 

The reference to jumping  be- 
tween the girders was taken to 
mean that the stowaway in drop- 
ping several feet to the fabric had 
landed on a girder. If he had 
dropped between them, he would 
have pierced the thin fabric and 
caused damage which would have 
resulted in a delay of hours for 
repairs. 

Another radio message from the 
Zeppelin told something of life 
aboard the ship. “We had cham- 
pagne as soon as we were under 
way,” the message said, “which re- 
sulted in a late breakfast. The 
two women passengers became 
slightly nervous when we encoun- 
tered strong headwinds‘shortly be- 
fore luncheon and were buffeted 
for an hour in the Rhone Valley. 
Our progress was retarded. 

E'lying on Detour. 

“The route has been out of our 
way, but necessary to miss bad 
weather in Northeastern Spain. 
Large tank of drinking water up 
in the bag sprang a leak and sat- 
urated the celling of the saloon 
during the luncheon. There was 
much excitement, but nothing to 
worry about. We had a good game 
of bridge in the afternoon. 

“The new motors are perform- 
ing perfectly at high speed." 

Other messages from the dirizi- 
ble said the weather cleared after 
seven hours of fighting head winds, 
and that the speed increased from 
45 to more than 62 miles an hour. 
Passengers who were on the un- 
successful attempt in May enjoyed 
greatly pointing out landmarks be- 
low them of that struggle of the 
Zeppelin to regain its hangar. 

The Zeppelin's route since its de- 


parture from Friedrichshafen has 
been an extreme southerly one, 
westward across Lake Constance 
to Constance, and Basel, Switzer- 
land: thence westward and south- 
westward toward Lyons, France; 
down the Rhone River over Va- 
lence, and Montelimar, ‘passing out 
over the Mediterranean beyond 
Nimes. 

At 3 p. m. yesterday, Greenwich 
time, the Zeppelin was about 50 
miles off Barcelona, Spain, with 
700 miles of the cruise behind, It 
was not sighted in Barcelona. It 
apparently, although fighting 
headwinds, escaped violent storms 
caused in Northern and Northwest- 
ern Europe by the low pressure 
area moving eastward from Ire- 
land. 

Radio messages from the Zep- 
pelin are few, its operator’s time 
being taken up with reception of 
weather reports. 

Reports from the United States 
said that the Zeppelin was navi- 
gating in a region of diminishing 
headwinds and improving condi- 
tions, with local storms between 
Gibraltar and the Azores, and 
northeast winds from the Azores. 


U. S. Navy Officer to Be Observer 
on World Flight. 

LAKEHURST, N. J., Aug. 2.— 
The assignment of Lieut. Jack C. 
Richardson as United States Navy 
Observer aboard the Graf Zeppelin 
on its proposed flight around the 
world, was announced yesterday at 
at the naval air station. 

Richardson, a_ balloonist and 
member of the crew of the navy 
dirigible Los Angeles, will be tho 
guest of the owners of the German 
airship. 

Preparations for the expected 
arrival of the Graf Zeppelin Sun- 
day caused little change in the 
routine at the station. The ground 
crew of 300 which ordinarily lands 
the Los Angeles was augmented 
by more than 100 marines and sail- 
ors from the Philadelphia navy 
yard to haul down the much larg- 
er Graf Zeppelin. Landing ar- 
rangements were placed in the 
hands of Lieutenant-Commander 
V. A. Clarke.

was to equalize the tariff on cher- 
ries in liquid preparations. 

The rate on dates was. raised 
from 1 cent a pound to 2 cents; on 
lemons from 2 cents a pound ‘o 
2% cents; on onions from 2 cents 
a pound to 2% cents. No decisions 
were reached as to the duties on 
tomatoes and peas. 

The duty on peanuts in the 
shell was left at 4% cents a pound 
as provided by the House but the 
rate on shelled peanuts was re- 
duced from 7 cents to 6 cents. 

The duty on casein, manufac- 
tured from skimmed milk and 
used in the manufacture of gloss 
paper, was increased from 2% 
cents a pound to 3% cents. This 
was regarded as a victory for the 
dairy interests whose plea for an 
increase was ignored by the House. 
Users of gloss paper had protest- 
ed against the increase.

Washington Officials Agree 
to Consider City’s Objec- 
tion to Closing Seven- 
teenth Street.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—A del- 
egation composed of Walter B. 
Weisenburger, president of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce; Kep- 
resentative John J. Cochran and 
former Representative Cleveland 
A. Newton today obtained assur- 
ances from the Treasury and Post- 
office committee on buildings that 
the city’s objection to the closing 
of Seventeenth street for the new 
postoffice addition would be given 
serious consideration by the com- 
mittee. 

Members of the delegation were 
agreeably surprised when the Fed- 
‘eral officials stated that $3,100,000 
had already been allocated for the 
proposed addition. 

The delegation presented argu- 
ments for the block directly north 
of the proposed site, pointing out 
that the new railway express 
buildings had already caused ¢con- 
siderable traffic congestion in tne 
area under consideration. To close 
Seventeenth street, the St. Louis- 
ans said, would add to present 
traffic complications. 

Site Question Reopened. 

The St. Louisans were impressed 
with the favorable attitude of the 
committee, which was composed 
of three assistant Postmaster Gen- 
erals; James A, Wetmore, Treasury 
Department supervising architect, 
and L. C. Martin, of the Treasury 
Department building office. At 
the conclusion of the hearing, the 
Federal oficials stated that the St. 
Louisans had completely reopened 
the site question, but added that 
consideration would not be limited 
to the new site at Eighteenth and 
Market. 

Cochran pointed out that if the 
Eighteenth and Market street site 
were chosen the Government could 
erect a building 800 feet long, the 
roof of which later might be used 
for the landing of mail planes. 

“The aviation industry,” said 
Cochran, “is now perfecting im- 
provements which will enable air- 
planes to stop in a short space. The 
time is coming when airplanes will 
be landing on buildings, and we 
may as well be prepared.” 

If the proposed site on Seven- 
teenth street is selected, a wider 
building proposed would be too 
short for airplane landings. 

Acting Mayor Walter Neun had 
intended to attend the hearing but 
was called to New York. In his 
absence, Weisenburger filed with 
the committee a letter giving as- 
surances that if the block on 
Eighteenth street were selected the 
city would close Walnut street and 
give the land to the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

If the Eighteenth street site is 
selected, the a‘! »cation would be 
raised to $3,500,000, as the Eight- 
eenth street block is valued at 
$400,000 more than the tentatively 
selected site. The Federal officials 
were pleased to learn that the 
Eighteenth street site was in the 
hands of one owner. This, they 
indicated, would simplify its acqui- 
sition. 

The officials stated that they 
would inform their representative 
now in St. Louis to investigate 
other sites. He has already been 
informed that condemnation pro- 
ceedings have been ordered for the 
new Federal Building site on 
Twelfth boulevard and Market 
Street. They also promised the del- 
egation that selection of the site 
for the postoffice building addition 
would be expedited as much as pos- 
sible.

German Airship Easily Clears That Area 
Where Motor Trouble Occurred.on Last 
Trip, Capt. Wilkins Writes.

ABOARD THE GRAF ZEPPE- 
LIN, Aug 1 (Delayed).—At 2 p. m. 
this afternoon we slipped out into 
the Gulf of Lyons, after first hav- 
ing passed over Nimes, Montepe- 
lier and Cette, and headed for the 
Mediterranean. 

All except the curious passed 
most of the morning in their cab- 
ins, after a beautiful dawn had 
greeted us after we had cleared 
Friedrichshafen ana Basle. And 
then, during the early afternoon, 
all were joyous over the prospect 
that we were avoiding the norther- 
ly storms and circling south to- 
ward the beautiful blue Mediter- 
ranean and the rocks of Gibraltar. 

So far it has been an enthralling 
voyage. Just seven weeks ago, 
over the district we have just 
passed, the giant dirigible, crippled 
by faulty crankshafts, had its 
fight for commercial recognition. 

How this huge airship fought 
then, how thrilled we all were, and 
how we took with spirit the effer- 
vescence of Mrs. Mary Pierce, who 
kept all in good spirits and buoyed 
constantly by her faith in the abil- 
ity of this giant dirigible, Dr. 
Eckener, and his crew, and to 
think that now, we are gliding 
along ever so smoothly, with no 
trouble at all. (Mrs. Pierce of New 
York was the only woman passen- 
ger on that trip.) 

Slept Soundly. 

Despite that struggle with high 
winds and fog, and the landing at 
the Toulon airdrome with only one 
motor working, almost overcome 
by the elements as Dr. Eckener 
maneuvered the giant ship, I slept 
soundly over that part of the voy- 
age this morning. 

Nothing could have compared 
with our start from Friedrichshaf- 
en, which was made with no un- 
toward event, except the shouts 
and cries which went up when the 
stowaway jumped aboard. 

The friends, the wives and chil- 
dren of the crew stood away as the 
ground crew released us, and soon 
we soared aloft in the dim light and 
haze of the dawn, which necessitat- 
ed the use of broad electric beams 
to aid in finding our way into the 
gray skies. 

The pale blue lights, at Fried- 
richshafen, flooding the ship and 
casting their soft shadows over the 
people saying farewell, gave the 
passengers a new thrill beyond 
comprehension. 

Searchlight beams lighted the 
fields and faces of friends, chil- 
dren and wives of the crew, when 
command came: “Hands off.” 

All Released Their Hold, ‘ 

Every man released his hold and 
the ship was weighed and trimmed 
by regulating ballast, came the ex- 
clamation: ‘‘Hold her.’’ The engine 
telegraphs clanged, the propellers 
roared. Dr. Eckener ordered the 
300 hands pushed upward, and the 
Zeppelin rose over the Bodensee. 
We mounted above the clouds, with 
the wind brisk ahead, as the day 
dawned slowly, a thick haze set- 
tled in the Rhine valley’s hilltops. 

“Clear,”’ cried Dr. Eckener, then, 
as he turned to give all his atten- 
tion to the directing of the giant 
craft on its momentous voyage, he 
continued: “The startwas marred 
only by the youthful German stow- 
away, who jumped to the ship's top 
when it was leaving the hangar. 
That rash act seriously endangered 
the ship’s covering. 

“In my opinion, stowaways who 
commit such reprehensible acts 
should receive punishment. Many 
lives were’ momentarily in the 
hands of fate when that youngster 
landed upon the giant ship.” 

Airplanes Escorted Dirigible. 

Three airplanes escorted us to 
the German border. The clouds 
rose when we were crossing Switz- 
erland, where two more planes 
joined the ship, which then as- 
sumed the aspect of a giant ocean 
liner being towed into port with all 
the little, busy tugs hovering about. 
AS we were approaching the 
French border, rain fell, clearing 
the atmosphere. 

We had a few bumps in the “air 
pockets” when we were crossing 
the high hills to the north of the 
Saone Valley, but conditions were 
not in the least disagreeable, rath- 
er, we were expectant of adventure. 

Many of the passengers slept. 
Others, including Mme. Gourevitch, 
enjoyed the scenery of the flicht 
immensely, lining the observation 
platforms and gazing into the beau- 
tiful, quaint continental pastoral 
world helow. 

We flew to a height of 3000 feet 
as we passed Over Besancon at ap- 
proximately 8:30 o’clock in the 
morning. We were averaging 65 
kilometers (40 miles) an hour and 
once we swept onward at a terrific 
pace, getting up to 110 kilometers 
(70 miles) an hour. 

Head Winds Cease. 

As We came to the wide plains 
of the Saone Valley, the head winds 
which had retarded our progress 
dropped to a slight breeze, and we 
descended to 300 meters. 

Dr. Eckener then went into his 
cabin, leaving Capt. Ernest Leh- 
mann in charge. The latter con- 
sidered crossing the Bay of Bis- 
cayne as a quicker route, but the 
weather reports received when 
over Lyons showed head winds in 
the Bordeaux region, and Capt. 
Lehmann consulted Dr. Eckener, 
who advised the southerly crossing. 

At 11 o'clock the sun was shin- 


ing, but the horizon was hazy. The 
passengers were hazy, too, just 
awakening from their belated naps 
at 12:30 p. m. When we flew over 
Montelfmar we were averaging 100 
kilometers (62 miles).

ABOARD THE GRAF ZEPPE- 
LIN, Aug. 2.—At midnight tonight, 
when this dispatch was filed, the 
dirigible Graf Zeppelin with its 
thrilled complement of 18 passen- 
gers was approaching the vicinity 
of Gibraltar, and we expect to be 
out over the open sea by 2 a. mm.

MOONEY PROTEST FROM MAIL 


Outside 
Law, Says Postoffice Solicitor; 
Pamphlets Mailable.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2. — The 

action of Postmaster John Kiely, 

in New York, in barring from the 


mails a pamphiet bearing on the 
Tom Mooney case, was based on 
the fact that the envelope con- 


tained defamatory statements, not 
on the pamphlets themselves, Ho- 
race J. Donnelly, solicitor of the 
Postoffice Department, said yes- 
terday. 

Donnelly pointed out that sec- 
tion 212 of the penal code bars all 
matter otherwise mailable which 
bears upon its outside cover any 
language of a libelous, scurrilous, 
defamatory of threatening char- 
acter. 

The envelopes carrying’ the 
Mooney pamphlets bore two pic- 
tures of Mooney, one taken in 
1916 and the other in 1929. It also 
contained these sentences: 

“Horrors in 13 years imprison- 
ment.”’

“Justice, California style.” 

“California’s shame.”’ 

“A terrible indictment.”

— Do- 
mestic relations clinics, staffed by 
psychiatrists, psychologists, and so- 
cial investigators, are recommend- 
ed in the findings of the United 


lations courts of 26 cities in i6 
states. 

“These domestic relations clinics 
should be available to any person 
desiring help in adjusting troubles 
growing out of marital relations,” 


The proposed clinics are but one 
phase of “‘the new technique of in- 
vestigation and supervision” urged 
by the authors of the report, Ber- 
nard Flexner and Reuben Oppen- 
heimer, attorneys, and Katherine 
F. Lenroot, assistant to the chief 
of the children’s bureau. 

The report, just completed, 
stresses the vast distinction be- 
tween old court procedure and the 
methods used in the new family 
courts. 

“The old courts relied upon the 
learning of lawyers: the new 
courts depend more upon pschia- 
trists and social workers,” it says. 
“Justice in the old courts was 
based upon legal science. In the 
new courts it is based upon social 
engineering.” 

Result of Experience. 


The family court movement is 
described as an outgrowth of the 
juvenile court, the result of prac- 
tical experience which has demon- 
strated that child welfare and fam- 
ily welfare are inextricably inter- 
twined. 

“The new socialized procedure Is 
gaining ground steadily,” the re- 
port sets forth “Its theory is 
sound because it is adapted to 
modern conditions. It must be 
supplied with the exceptionally 
woman power 
that its success demands. It must 
be treated frankly as an experi- 
ment. Emotionalism must be shed. 
Errors must be acknowledged. 
Facts must be dealth with.” 

The authors admit that facts are 
hard to find. 

“Nothing is more difficult than 
to get the truth in a family tan- 
gle,” they observe. 

Research into the field of mari- 
tal maladjustments is advised, with 
the warning that “sentimentalism 
is as dangerous as ignorance.” 

In the opinion of the authors, 
the study has shown conclusively 
that there can be no nationwide 
formula for the legal adjustment 
of family problems, because of va- 
riations of local conditions. To set 
up an outline of a “mode! court” 
would be detrimental, they hold. 

Cites Variations in Conditions. 

“‘Domestic relations themselves 
differ with geography,” they point 
out, citing fundamental differences 
in family problems in a seaport and 
in an agricultural community.

WISCONSIN UTILITY 
PROGRAM DEFEATED 


Senate Kills Progressive Meas- 
ures Passed by House— 
Fight to Go On. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MADISON, Wis., Aug. 2.—With 
even greater dispatch than their 
backers forced them through the 
assembly, almost the entire group 
of bills comprising the Progressive- 
Socialist utilities legislation pro- 
gram has been killed in the State 
Senate. 

The only 17 to 16, 
was On the resolution by As3em- 
blyman Alvin’ Reis, Progressive 
floor leader, providing for a ref- 
erendum on revising the State Con- 
stitution to permit the State to go 
into the business of generating and 
distributing electricity. 

The Loomis bill, permitting mu- 
nicipalities to enter into competi- 
tion with private companies in the 
same territory was voted down, 19 
to 11. This, together with the 
power district bill which the Sen- 
ate killed a few days ago, and the 
State ownership resolution, vere 
the measures most strongly spon- 
sored by the League of W)sconsin 
Municipalities in the long h2aring 
10 weeks ago before the Assembly 
Judiciary Committee. 

The Reis bill to tax utilities at 
the local rather than the average 
State rate on personal property, 
also was killed. Another assem- 
bly utilities tax bill, providing an 
income tax on utilities that hither- 
to had been exempt, was embodied 
in a new Senate Dill, which ex- 
tended the income tax to power 
companies operating street car 
lines, but exempted railroads and 
telegraph companies. 

The assembly now has its choice 
of accepting the Senate’s new util- 
ities tax bill, which would raise an 
additional $800,000 a year above 
the present scale, or see its whole 
attempt at increasing taxes on 
utilities fail. 

Those sponsoring the _ utilities 
program failed to get it through 
the Legislature, but they brought 
it before the public so forcibly that 
it is sure to provide a campaign 
issue in Republican factional con- 
tests for years to come. Progres- 
sive leaders have freely predicted 
that the utilities fight “is the be- 
ginning of a 20-year struggle in 
Wisconsin to curb the power mo- 
nopolies.”’ 

Although Gov. Walter Kohler 
was not forced to take action on 
any of the bills, his floor leaders 
in both houses fought them, and 
his ultility policy is certain to be 
made an issue in his next cam- 
paign.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Secre- 
tary of State Stimson announced 
today that Edwin C. Wilson, First 
Secretary of the American embas- 
sy at Paris, has been designated 
unofficial American observer at 
the forthcoming conference at The 
Hague to consider the Young rep- 
arations plan. 

An invitation for the United 
States to send an observer, either 
official or unofficial, he said, was 
extended by the Powers interested 
in reparations. Wilson was acting 
American observer of the Repara- 
tions Commission in 1927. 

The United States as a Govern- 
ment was not represented on the 
Paris Experts Committee at which 
the Young reparations revision 
plan was evolved; the four Ameri- 
can experts were unofficial repre- 
sentatives. Stimson feels, how- 
ever, that an American observer at 
the Hague conference would serve 
the*dual purpose of informing the 
delegates of the other nations 
about the American Government's 
attitude and of reporting fully on 
the meeting’s progress. 

The only questions in the repa- 
rations settlement in which the 
American Government is interested 
directly are a proposed 10 per cent 
reduction in the bill to Germany 
for the cost of the American army 
of occupation on the Rhine, and a 
spreading over a greater period of 
the World War claims of private 
American citizens against Ger- 
many. Since these claims are 80 
small in character as compared 
with the size of the war indemni- 
ties alloted to the other allied na- 
tions, the United States is main- 
taining a hands-off policy with re- 
gard to the new plan for collection 
of the future payments from Ger- 
many. 

Stimson already has announced 
that the United States Government 
will not permit the participation 
of American officials in the work- 
ings of the international credit 
bank contemplated under the 
Young plan to assist in the German 
payments.

The Amalgamated Committee for 
the Upholding of Women's Rights 
fiemands that in education, as in 
ull other things, there sahould be 
a standard of equality between men 
und women, An announcement of 
the women’s committee says: 

“Since the May movement there 
hay been a general demand for 
equality between men and women, 
this being a subject which has been 
upproved by all the people. At a 
meeting of the national educational! 
conference, a resolution was passed 
opposing co-education in coljeges 
and middie schools and recom- 
mending the stoppage of the co-ed- 
ucationa!l movement in China in all 
institutions in which the system 
has been introduced. News of this 
was received by the people, with 
considerable surprise and suspicion. 
Our women folk have been thrown 
inte a stote of alarm and anxiety. 

“The purpose of introduction of 
co-education in China ts to .fford 
better educational facilities to 
women and to place their standard

equality.

Every sum- 
mer I see several children suffer- 
ing from this condition as a result 
of getting water into their ears.

But I have. known results 
no less serious than double mas- 
toiditis to follow these simple ear 
inflammations. It would be a wise 
precaution for everyone who in- 
tends to indulge in the thrilling 
sport of diving to protect his ears, 
by plugging them with a bit of 
lamb’s wool. This is superior to 
ordinary cotton for it contains oil 
and thus keeps the water out more 
efficiently. It can be purchased 
at drug stores. 

“Those who are easily sunburned 
should make sure to take an am- 
ple supply of protective cream in 
the medicine kit, for one bad case 
ot sunburn can take the joy out 
of several good days of vacation. 

“A person who has been exposed 
to poison ivy should. scrub his 
hands with soap and water as soon 
as possible. Extreme care should 
be taken not to touch the face or 
any other part of the body with 
hands thr* have touched ivy, for it 
is in that way that the poison is 
spread. When a case has devel- 
oped, if it is not severe, it can be 
treated without the aid of a phy- 
sicilan. One of the best methods 
o. treatment is to apply wet dress- 
ings of a strong solution of Epsom 
salts, about four tablespoons to a 
pint of water. These should be 
kept on almost constantly An- 
other good household remedy is a 
saturate solution of boric acid, two 
teaspoonfuls to the pint.”
